Mr. Lloyd George has always, been an 
advocate of direct meetings in Which his 
charm, his ability. and his strategy have 
stood his country In good stead. 

From -indications given in the French 
capital this evening it seems that Poin- 
caré. has confidence’ that Mr. . Lioyd 
George will_agree toxcertaln assurances 
France wants, And here it should be said 
that the French Government is not really 
opposed. to. an economic conference to 
better European: condition—not at all. 
What the French Government has feared 
is an untrammeled cogference in‘ which 
England, France, Italy, Japan,.

That is why Poincaré will ask Liosd 
George on Saturday to agree to certain 
points, the.most important of which are:

LABOR COURT CUTS 
INDUSTRIAL WASTE 


Kansas Tribunal Reduces Loss 
of Work and Wages’ by 
Prompt Settlements. 


RADICALISM ON THE WANE

Underpaild Workers Receive Help 
Which Unions Were Not Able 
to Give Them.

TOPEKA, Feb. 23.—The Court-of In- 
dustrial Relations has saved thé work- 
ers of Kansas millions. of dollars in 
earnings “by, peacefully adjudicating 
wage controversies without disastrous 
and wasteful strikes. The public also 
has been protected by the enforcement 
of continuous and efficient operation of 
the essential industries of the State. 

Records of the Industrial Court show 

that in the last four months it has faced 
a severe test because it was obliged to 
gd through the packing house strike and 
to control an unusual situation brought 
about in the coal mining district which 
resulted in the sending of Alexander 
Howat ahd some of his leaders to jail. 
_ The packing house strike was quelled 
by the Industrial Court within three 
days by the invoking of the anti-picket- 
ing features of the Kansas act, which 
ere similar to those embodied inthe 
Duel-Miller Industrial Relations bill 
pending in the New York State Legisla- 
ture. 

In the Pittsburgh, Kansas, mining dis- 
tricts' the benefits of the court’s action 
are today known to all. Howat, leader 
of the radical miners, who seid that 
they would never go back to work so 
long as. the Industrial Court act re- 
mained upon the statute books, wit- 
nesses. practically a full operation of 
the mines in that district and. realizes 
that with the exception of a handful of 
his followers. he has lost his leader- 
‘ship.

Turning the spotlight on ‘operators’ and 
retailers’ profits and the activities of the 
mine workers’ union, the Industrial 
Court closed its report with this -ulti-

‘*The responsibility for the solution 
of the problem is upon the miners, op- 
erators and q'stributers of coal, and-the 
public demafas that it be. solved by 
them, and if not solved in the interest 
of the public and in justice to those 
engaged in the industry, then the peo-

Upon complaint of a committee of em- 
ployes in Shawnee County, the Indus- 
trial Court made an investigation of 
the milling industry which was alleged 
to have unnecessary curtailed produc- 
tion and thrown a number of employes 
out of work.

In some instances employers have volun- 
tarily increased the -wages of- certain 
classes of employes above the minimu 
fixed hy the court.

How the Industrial Court has aided in 
improving the earnings of underpaid 
labor is illustrated by an incident re- 
lated by Judge Huggins, Presiding Jus- 
tice of the court.

He had a wife and six 
children, he said, and had been getting 
$97..a month\ It seems that the railroad 
brotherhoods had not included him or 
bis; union in their. efforts to secure 
higher wages and better working condi- 
tions. 

‘* He testified,’ Judge Huggins said, 
‘that he worked seven days a week and 
when he came home at night he’ would 
help his wife do the washing which they 
solicited in order to keep starvation 
away. Upon close questioning he told% 
how he used to carry back home at night 
e large part of his noonday lunch in } 
order that his children might have 
enough to eat. The laborer was given 
an increase of more than 30 per cent. He 
belonged to a large and important class 
of, railway labor for which the four 
brotherhoods have done nothing. 

A survey of the application on opera- 
tion of the Industrial Court shows that 
it contemplates all of the program laid 
down by the second industrial confer- 
ence at Washington. It encoukages con- 
ciliation and arbitration between con- 
tending parties, but when conciliation 
end arbitration fail, instead of leaving 
the controversy to public sentiment; as 
the industrial conference would do, it 
leaves the question to a ‘court of justice 
which has power to decide it.

to be awarded. 

A careful reading of the minutes of 
the Olympic and International: Amateur 
Athletic Féderation conferences held at 
Lausanne last season fails to discover 
any reference to ;‘ points.’’ -Members of 
the American délegation ¢xplained , the 
absence of such reference by the state~- 
ment that there. were severel discus- 
sions regarding the system under which 
points should be scored’ at the eighth 
Olympiad, but that no agreement could 
be reached. As a result, it was decided 
that the point system should be abol- 
ished. fi the future each nation can 
Pov any points upon any system de- 
sired but no officia Soqmioance shall be 
taken of such compilations. -

THE R-38 REPORT. 


The report of the British Aeronau- 
tical Research Committee upon the 
causes that contfibuted to the destruo- 
tion of the dirigible R-38 (American 
ZR-2 after purchase) is authoritative 
because. it reflécts the «judgment of 
eminent scientists who cannot be sus- 
pected of hostility to the Air Ministry. 
The Chairman of the committee is Sir 
RICHARD GLAZEBROOK, Director of the 
Department of Aeronautics at the Im- 
perial Collége of Technology, and the 
other members are representative spe- 
clalists, one or more of them belonging 
to the British Air Ministry. The com- 
mittee finds that ‘‘ the accident was 
‘* due to structural weakness in the 
** design of the airship,” for which the 
designers were responsible, chiefly be- 
cause ‘‘ no calculations were made of 
‘** the stresses due to the derodynamic 
‘* forces to which the ship would be 
** subjected."’ It is asserted, to illu- 
minate this point, that ‘’ the calcula- 
** tions made by the design staff, tak- 
** ing specific) account only of ‘the 
‘forces and movements due to the 
‘* distribution of weight and budy- 
**ancy, including gas pressures, were 
** misleading.’’

HIBBEN PROTESTS 
AGAINST BONUS BILL 


Writes to New Jersey Senators 
Asking for Defeat of the 
Measure. 


FINDS SOUTH OPPOSES IT 


Asserts That 5,000 Princeton Men 
Who Volunteered Expect 
No Reward.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 23.—Presi- 
dent John Grier Hibben of Princeton 
University {is emphatically opposed to 
the Soldiers’ Bonus bill and has writ- 
ten letters to Senators Edge and Fre- 
linghuysen of New Jersey urging them 
to stand against the passage of the 
bill, President Hibben’s convictions 
have been strengthened by his recent 
trip through the South, where he re- 
ports* that the attitude of the average 
citizen is averse to the bonus. Prince- 
ton men are opposed to the bill, in the 
estimation of Dr. Hibben. 

Thé letter which Dr. Hibben wrote to 
Senator Frelinghuysen said: °

On the rise, 
as was to be expected from the charac- 
ter-of the recent manipulation, very 
heavy realizing sales weré encountered ; 
whose. influencé, coupled with a 6-per 
eent,- call~money rate, brought about a 
general and not undesirable reaction be- 
fore the close. .The strength of the in- 
dustrial shares had no apparent rela- 
tion to current news; the strength of 
the railways may: have had such connec- 
tion, forthe railway “ carloading” re- 
turns bear out’ pretty clearly the infer- 
ence of steadily increasing traffic. 

The. latest of these reports, ‘covering 
the second week of February, shows the 
namber of freight cars loaded on the 
country’s railways to have been larger 
than in the ‘corresponding week of any 
year since the war ; its excess over either 
1921 or 1919 being’some 100,000 cars, or 
14 per cent.

Factors in the Market. 


It would be a difficult, problem to set 
down in cold black.and white all of the 
factors that shifted the market about, 
one way and then the other, yesterday. 
On the constructive side was ‘the ad- 
vance in the foreign exchanges; -the 
fact that most of the larger houses in 
the, Street have turned -to the upside; 
generally éasy money conditions; an

Remarkable Upturn in Séouri: 
ties of Nearly All Foreign 
Countries Quoted. Here. 


A TURNOVER OF $4,000,000 


Advance Largely Result of Rise in 
Exchange and Better Con- 
ditions Abroad.. 


There was a remarkable upturn yes- 
terday in the bonds of virtually all for- 
eign, countries quoted here, brought 
about largely’ by the continued upswing 
of the principal exchanges and by gen- 
erally improved conditions abroad. The 
turnover of foreign bonds was more 
than $4,000,000, and bankers who handled 
the transactions reported that it was 
virtually all for private investment v- 
count.
